They will be 
amazed at the actual size of Lor- 
ado Taft's great undertaking. It is 
easy to say that it is a 48-foot 
statue standing on an 18-foot base 
but when you stop to think that 
the average silo that is on Ji 
ordinary farm is only about 40 fee 
high then the 66-foot structur 
takes on new significance. 


THE inside of the statue is 


indeed exactly like the 


interior of a great silo. There 
is an opening well up toward 
the top of the figure which 
allows light to come into the 
great hollow center. Its set- 
ting on the steep 50-foot bluff 
at the top of the hill makes 
it seem even larger when you 
are near to it. 


T ORADO TAFT long dreamed o 
" a statue to commemorate th 
Indians of the Rock river valley 
He wanted it to be something 
enduring so when he saw the grea 
pyramids in Egypt he made 
special study of the material usec 
m their construction. He founc 
that it was something which re 
sembled concrete very closely. I 
was an entirely new medium fo 
an American sculptor to work 
with. The Portland Cement corn 
pany was interested and contribut 
ed the cement for the 2,275 cubic 
feet of concrete which are in the 
great monument. 


TT was a scientific job as well

as an artistic one all the 


way through. 
Surveys -were 


made to determine exactly 
what spot would show it off 
to the best advantage. Engi- 
neers were consulted about 
wind pressure. They estimated 
that it would be 28,980 pounds 
and they felt that it would 
take 673,785 foot pounds to 
overturn it.

Hopes that the German armies 


which invaded Belgium could be 
largely captured by a pincer op- 
eration directed against the base 
of the salient which they had won 
are slipping away. That such an 
attempt would be. or_ could be, 
made was so evident that the Ger- 
mans from the beginning built up 
corridor walls on the north and 
south sides of their advance. For 
this they provided infantry divi- 
sions, well equipped with wire, 
mines, guns, and ammunition. 


2X 
To real attack was made by the 


Americans until Dee. 22. six days 
after the German counter-offen- 
sive started. Orders for the Third 
Army's attack were issued late on 
Dec. 18. As the Third Army was 
not in position for its new job, it 
.took through the 21st to move that 
army westward and arrange for 
its new mission. 


During that period the Germans 


went beyond their chosen defen- 
iaive line on the south side, but not 
.on the north side, where the First 
Army had prevented them. 


Xazis in Strong Position 


It took about a week to drive the 


'•enemy on the south back to the 
Sauer river line. Here he has a 
good defensive position. He has 
had 10 days to put up his wire, 
plant his mines, and erect camou- 
flage to conceal his defenses. 
^Numerous woods, uneven terrain, 
and snow have facilitated this 
job. It may take hard fighting to 
drive the enemy back to behind 
the west wall from which he came. 


The supreme command in Paris 


announced Dec, 22, simultaneous- 


• ly with opening of the Third 


Army's attack, that the intention 


• was to change the enemy's great 


gamble into his worst defeat. The 
enemy will not have been com- 
pletely defeated until he is forced 
back into Germany. It will not 
be his worst defeat unless the 
larger part of his forces is de- 
stroyed or captured. To accom-

Yankee Railroad 


Units Overcome 
Great Obstacles 


With the 6th Army Group In 


France, Jan. 5 (Delayed)—(AP)— 
Overcoming obstacles almost as 
formidable as those met by pioneer 
American 
railroaders, 
United 


States army railway units have 
succeeded in transporting 
thou- 


sands of tons of ammunition an 
supplies from the Riviera to the 
German frontier for the 7th army 
, The Germans destroyed at leas 
3,000 bridges in their retreat be 
fore Lt. Gen. Patch's advance, and 
felt chaotic heaps of charred cars 
smashed engines, twisted rails, anc 
wrecked telegraph lines. But a 
military railroad service under 
command of Brig. Gen. Carl R 
Gray Jr. of St. Paul, Minn., has put 
a. large percentage of the southern 
France lines back in action, with 
the help of French railroad work- 
ers. 


'Double Crews' Succeed 


Supervision of the French was 


carried out by "double crewing"— 
having an American engineer work 
alongside a French engineer, and 
so on down the line with the rest 
of the crews. The fitst trains were 
operated that way two days after 
the southern France D-day. 


Lt. Col. B. H. Decker of Salt 


Lake City landed and surveyed the 
situation, and t>e following day an 
engineer battalion began 
loading 


empty cars. The first complete line 
in operation ran from the Riviera 
north to Grenoble thru the French 
in the Rockies. More than 1,000 
Alps where grades are steeper than 
tons a day moved on the line. 


Win All Sorts of Medals 


Gray's railroaders have won 77 


Purple Hearts, 32 soldier's medals, 
31 legion of merits, four silver 
stars, and three bronze stars since 
operation ,in Africa and Italy—for 
actions such as this one of a few 
weeks ago: 


A rail car loaded down with air 


force bombs exploded and fired a 
31 car tram on an adjacent tarck 
which was loaded with shells and 
bombs. Lt. Robert Anderson ot 
Newton, Kas . and his men com- 
mandeered a, French switch engine, 
uncoupled the burning cars and 
pulled the rest of the train to 
safety. Then, while 
bombs 
and 


shells were exploding, they pro- 
ceeded to another track, coupled 
onto some other cars and dragged 
them to safety. 


Selective Service 
Sets Neat Trap to 
Trip Up Some 4-Fs 


Washington, Jan. 8—(AP)—Se- 


lective Service 
(SS) has set a 


neat little rope—without 
ever 


mentioning- it—to trip the 4-Fs 
who don't get themselves war 
jobs. 


SS has not told draft boards to 


induct men classified 4-F for mili- 
tary service of anyTiind. In a 
long memorandum to draft boards 
over the weekend SS didn't speak 
about 4-Fs at all. 


SS simply said that men who 


leave the war jobs for which they 
received draft deferment, without 
permission of their draft boards, 
will be inducted into the Army. 


This means all men between 18 


and 38. At the same time the 
Army has lowered its 
physical 


standards so the power of the 
draft boards is greater than it 
ever has been. 


So hereafter there are to be two 


kinds of quotas: 


The regular quota, as always, 


/or the physically fit men: and a 
special quota for men who can 
meet only the loxvered standards. 


And who are the essential job- 


jumpers that now are draftable? 
Three groups: 


The physically fit men in 2-A 


and 2-B. the draft-classification 
given to men deferred 
because 


they're in'essential work: the men 
in 2-A (L) and 2-B~(L). the "L" 
signifying they were in better 
shape than the 4-Fs but still cap- 
able of only limited military serv- 
ice: and the men in 2-A (F). 


>"cw Standards Unknown 


And 2-B (F). the "F" signify- 


ing that they were physically un- 
fit for military service under Army 
standards up until Saturday,

(F) originally were classified as

But they got war jobs, the kind 


of jobs for which physically fit 
men were 
draft-deferred 
with 


classifications of 2-A or 2-B. So 
they asked their draft boards to 
give them the same classification. 


This the boards did, but put that 


tell-tale "F" after the 2-A or 2-B. 
There are about 500,000 of them. 


But there are about 3V4 million 


between 18 and 38 who are in 4-F. 
Nobody knows how many of them 
are in war jobs. 


It might seem that, because SS 


didn't mention the 4-Fs in the 
latest directive to draft boards, the 
4-Fs were free to stay out of war 
jobs, or leave them as they chose. 


But—here's that rope: 
Nobody yet knows how much 


the Army has lowered its physical 
standards. 


So it seems clear that any 4-F 


—who is a borderline case and is 
not in an essential job—can be 
yanked back for a new physical
